WICK EDNE@S CAUSED BY DISEASE. 


Dr. Gorton, a distinguished Ameri- 
can medical writer, in a work on the 
“Medical Aspects of Crime,” asks: 

Who among the close observers of 


medicinal actions does not know the 
efficacy of sulphur in contumacy! Of 


chamomilla in a fretful, peevish dispo- | 


sition? Of belladona in temper dis- 
ease? Of cannabis indica in halluci- 
nations? Of arsenic in drunkenness? 
Of china in gluttony? Ofanacardfum 
orientalis in cruelty and profanity? 
Of hyoscyamus in jealousy? Of nux 
vomica in maliciousness? Of sepia in 
liceatiousness? Of stramonium in 
cowardice? Of opium in deficient 
i nation? Of pulsatilla io minds 
morbidiy burdened with piety, eto. 


He also declares his confidence io 
sulphur as “a remedy for sin, original 
or acquired,” and tells us that com- 
mon salt is certainly one of nature's 
great sin detergents and moral proph- 
ylectics.” T“ 

Although people have learned to 
look with suspicion upon the much 
abused plea of insanity as an excuse 
tor crime, yet it is certain that many 
crimes have been committed through 
causes that could be traced to mental 
or physical disease. Thus Dr. Mauds- 
ley says, io his famous work on Res- 
poosibility in Meatal 
„There is a cluss of them [criminals) 
marked by defective physical and 


Diseases: 


mental organizations; one result of 


their natural defect, which really de- 
termines their destiny in life, being 


an extreme deficiency or absence of 


moral sense. Instances are given in 


support of this general statement. Ia 


one case excessive profanity was found 
to be due to softening of the brain. 


A Christian of exemplary life became 
grossly immoral through the growth 
of a tumor at the base of the brain. 
Avarice was in one instance caused 


by jaundice. Dr. Maudsley further 
states that many criminals “would go 


mad if they were not criminals, and 
they do not go mad because they are 
not criminals.” 

Considerations like these should 
make us charitable towards the err- 
ing. When we see a man backslid- 


ing we should consider whether his 
fall from grace was not due to s me 


physical ailment. Oscar Tharp may 


have been moved to embezzle Evans’ 


flock of sheep by a softening of the 
brain; Dan McCarty may have stolen 
Holt's rifle owing to something wrong 
in his liver. 

Yet, however much our individual 
judgments of criminals may be tem- 
pered by the thought that disease 
may have been the cause of their 
criminality, it would be dangerous to 
give that consideration much weight 
in courts of law. If jaundice makes a 
man a thief, let him be punished for 
his jaundice. Society cannot afford 
to have jaundiced men at large aod 
stealing goods with impunity.

Legislative Doings of the Week. 


Carson, Jas. 14. 

The Democratic Assembly are not 
working things as economically as 
they might; adopting resolutions al- 
lowing clerks rooms at the Ormsby, 
and making it generally pleasant and 
agreeable for those who are getting 
nine to ten dollars pér day for doing 
a half or three-quarters of an hour's 
work. They, in their Bill, apbropri- 
ated $99,000 Legislative fund; the 
Senate cut it down to $75,000. By 
the appearances now, the Assembly 
will get the whole appropriation. 

A member in the House asked a 
Senator when the proper time arrived 
for the engrossment of a bill. The 
Senator replied that it should be done 
before its third reading and final pass- 
age. “My God,” says the Assembly- 
man, “we have passed four or ‘ive 
Bills and sent them to the Senate, 
and thought the engrossment was done 
after the business was over.” In an- 
other instance it was moved that a 
certain question be udanimously 
adopted. Au Assemblyman jumps 
up with cries of “No, No; I move it 
be adopted by acclamation.” Many 
amnsiog things occur of this kind. 
They are excusable, of course, as 
everyone is not a parliamentarian. 

On Thursday aud Friday Bills were 
introduced in the Senate by Hobart, 
fixing the salaries of Judges of the 
Supreme Court, State officers and 
deputies. These Bills cut the salaries 
down proportionately; the Supreme 
Judge from $7,000 to $6,000, and 
each officer and deputy is cut down, 
and the deputies are appointed to act 
as clerks for the different State Boards, 
without extra compensation. 

Williams introduced a Senate joint 
memorial and resolution, asking Con- 
gress to take immediate action in ref- 
erence to Inter-State Railroads. The 
memorial recites the usual grievances 
against the C. P. R. R. 

Powniog introduced a Concurrent 
Resolution, amendatory of the Con- 
stitution, reducing the number of days 
in the sessions of the Legislature to 
forty instead of sixty; also reducing 
the members from seventy-three to 
fifty. If these amendments are adopt- 
ed it will save the State each session 
many thousand dollars. Powning 
also introduced a Bill reducing the 
mileage of members from 40 to 20 
cents. This he has since withdrawn. 
His Bill “reducing employees 
of the Legislature and fixing their 
pay” was passed. This Bill saves the 


|| State $8,000 each session. 


Perley introduced a Bill for the 
Construction of a Railroad from Eu- 
reka to some point on the Colorado 
river. It provides for the right of 
way and is particularly for the benefit 
of Eastern Nevada, so was referred to 
the Eastern Deleyation. 

The Bills introduced and passed in 
the Assembly, touching the salaries of 
county officers, so far have only con- 
cerned the Sheriffs. The Bills provide 
them with mileage in criminal cases, 


_jand allow commission on licenses. 


This ‘s no doubt a feeler on the Sal- 
ary Bill. Several Sheriffs have been 
at Carson this week, and have been 
deeply interested in this Bill, and, if 
it be successful, the Assessors will in- 
troduce a Bill, and so on to the end of 
the string. It is strange how soon 
the officers elected at the late election 
forget their promises to the dear peo- 
ple, and in a month or two try to 
crush the law they were elected under. 
Of course, they try to make out that 
it is better for them by salary, and, as 
far as they are concerned personally, 
they would let it remain as it is, but 
it is for the people’s sake they want 
the old law. This won't go down. 
As a general rule men don't work 
against their own interest. The Asy- 
lum Bill is being properly worked up 
by Senator Powning, with a fair pros 
pect of success. The invitation to 
the Legislatura from Reno will be ac- 
cepted in the near future, and every 
member will be willing to listen to 
the advantages Reno has, and if they 
are shown that Reno posseses all of the 
requirements, and can keep the insane 
ascheap as Langdon & Clark, the 
project will be favored. ?

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A Stampede of Cattle. 

Nearly all the cattle in Paradise 
valley stampeded last week during a 
thunder storm. Most of them were 
French's, who had a thousand feeding 
there in corrals. The panic-stricken 
animals ran along distance. Those 
which fell down .were trodden under 
foot and killed. Twelve or fifteen per- 
ished in this way. There were twelve 
hundred cattle in the stampede, ana at 
last accounts 200 were still missing. 

Stampedes are not uncommon in 
driving cattle. The rustling of a leaf, 
causing one animal to jump, will 
sometimes frighten the whole bunch. 
There is nothing so contagious as ter- 
ror. Once started the hera will run 
with the speed of horses, until 
thoroughly exhausted. They will 
break down fences in their headlong 
flight. The earth trembles 
under their feet, and the 
clash of their horns can be 
heard for miles. Whileſrunning they 
bellow loudly, and their tongues 
hang far out of their mouths. At 
night the noise made by a large herd 
of frightened cattle rushing blindly 
on through the darkuess is most im- 
pressive. For fear of stampedes it is 


necessary to keep a careful watch of 
cattle on a drive. Once started it is 


impossible to stop, and hard to turn a 
herd. By ridivg alongside of the 
leading cattle and the free use of whip 
and shout it is possible to get the 
animals running in a circle, and thus 
keep them from going far out of the 
road. A stampede greatly injures 
the condition of beef cattle, and re- 
duces the weight of a large herd by 
many thousand pounds.

Crazed Through Fear of the Tar Bucket. 

The Silver State tells a story of a 
young man named Alonzo Holborn 
who was made insane through fear of 
Reno's 601,“ and has been sent to the 
Insane Asylum at Stockton. The nar- 
rative relates that “Holborn came 
from California to Nevada about five 
months ago. It appears that he hap- 
pened to be at Reno when the Tar 
Bucket Brigade was driving some of- 
fenders out of town, and he was 80 
frightened that his mind became af - 
fected! He now imagines that the 
Tar Brigade is after him, and he ap- 
pears to bein constant fear of being 
killed by some persons from Reno.” 

It is more likely that the unfertu- 
nate fellow’s diseased mind conjured 
up some imaginary peril from ‘601” 
than that he was ever in any dan- 
ger at their hands. He is not known 
here, and uoless a notorious character, 
he had no cause to fear the Tar Brig- 
ade.

THE PIUTE CENSUS. 
The Indias Method of Enumeratioa By 
Means of Willow Sticks. 


Capt. Dave is in Humboldt Co., 
tak ing the census of the Piutes, and 
the Silver State thus describes how he 
does it: “On a she¢ of blank paper, 
he makes a circle, which, he says, rep- 
resents a wickiup or camp. Within 
this circle he makes figures to repre- 
sent the number of persons in the 
family. The sexes are designated in 
the circle so that none can mistake 
them, the squaws are adorned with 
lines representing gowns, while the 
lower extremities of the bucks are left 
naked. The figures are of various 
sizes, to represent grown persons, 
youths and children. When a sheet 
is filled with these hieroglyphics the 
Census Supervisor takes willow stick s 
from two to four inches io length, with 
which he keeps a record of the num- 
ber on the sheet. A full length stick 
represents a full grown man or woman, 
the sexes being designated by a notch 
cut in those representing the women. 
The shorter sticks are used to desig- 
nate the size of the youoger Indians. 
When the census of a locality is taken, 
the bundles of sticks, represeating the 
number of Piutes in the place and 
their size and sex, are tied up sepa- 
rately. In this way, an accurate cen- 
sus of the Piute tribe in this part of 
Nevada is being taken, aod, to the 
Iodians, the papers with circles mark- 
ed on thein, and the bundles of sticks, 
are as intelligible as the printed 
sheets of the Census Bureau are to the 
whites.”

Relief Measures for County Officers, 
Reno, Jao. 15. 

Editor Gazette:—I would like to 
call the attention of. the Nevada Leg- 
islature, through the columns of your 
paper, to the necessity of doing some- 
thing for the relief of the County Of- 
ficers in this State, under the Salary 
Bill. A County Clerk does not get 
more than twice as much as an ordi- 
nary bookkeeper, and is only allowed 
an assistant at such compensation as 
the County Commissioners see fit to 
give. The Sheriffs only receive from 
$7 to $10 per day, and have to pay 
their own traveling expenses, necessi- 
tating the keeping of a horse and bug- 
gy, in addition to other heavy expen- 
ses which, for the small amount of $8 
per day, is absurd, when any ordinary 
citizen can get that for one good four- 
horse team and driver, and have 
nothing to do but work. 

A great many of our present officers 
were probably not aware such a Bill 
had been passed, while others allowed 
their names tu go before the conveu- 
tions through a sense of duty to the 
parties they belonged to. If they can- 
not be allowed mileage when in the 
discharye of their duties, they should 
at least, be allowed a clerk to do the 
office work, and a deputy to attend to 
such outside duties as may be requir- 
ed at a fair salary. Retrenchment is 
very good in its way, but when of- 
ficials are expected to attend to their 
duties for the same salaries as any 
private individual works for, it bor- 
ders on the ridiculous,

A Comstock Miner Murdered tn Bodie— 
The Murderer Escapes.

He was 
taken to jail, but, upon a pretext that 
the vigilantes intended to hang him 
before morning, Deputy Sheriff Joseph 
Farnsworth took the prisoner to his 
boarding house Mffndcuffed. During 
the night DeRoche mysteriously dis- 
appeared while Farnsworth was 
asleep. 


Aon Arizona Stage Attacked by Indians 
— The Driver and Four Passengers 
Killed. 

Sax Francisco, Jan. 15. 
Dispatches from Tucson and Dem- 
ing report that the stage from Mesilla 
to Fort Cummiogs was attacked by 

Indians last evening, about fourteen 

miles from Fort Cummings, The 

bodies of the driver and three men and 
one woman, passengers, were found 
mutilated and burnt. The bodies 
were removed to Cummings. Troops 
are in pursuit. The Iudians are sup- 
posed to have numbered about 40.
